In the Afternoon His Excellency fent Mr. Wheelwright and Mr. Cotton, to inc 


form the Chiefs of the feveral Tribes aflembied at the Fort at St, George's, That 


He was arrived in the River ; and that as He was defirous of feeing St. George's ;. 
He had appointed to meet them there; 


Augul 3. 1742; 


A Committee of Thirty-five of the Sachems and chief Men from the feveral 
Tribes appeared at the Fort in order to wait upon His Excellency, and 

^, proceeded from thence in their Canoes with the Britifh Union Flagg ( of 
their own ) hoifted at their Head, and waited on His Excellency on Board the 
Province Galley, where after congratulating the Governour on his fafe Arrival, 


they were entertained with a Dinner. 


Aftez which the Governour gave them another Flagg ; and directed them to 
inform the feveral Tribes He fhould meet them the next Morning at a Place pre- 
pared on Shore, in order to begin the Conference, "TheirSignalfor Appearance 
to be a great Gun fired from the Province Galley,and a Flagg hoifted at the Fort. 

On which the Committee of the Tribes withdrew,

Then Capt. Samuel Fordan, Capt. Fofeph Beane, and Mr. Abraham Fobnfon were 
{worn to the faichful difcharge of the Truft of Interpreters at the prefent Con- 
ference. ; 

After which His Excellency fpake to the faid Chiefs as follows, viz. 


My good Friends and Brethren, 


TN the Fall of the laff Year 1 motifed You, That I bad the Honour of being appointed 

-— His Majefly King GEORGE’s Governour of this His Province of tbe Maílachu- 
fetts-Bay ; and affur’d You, That I was determin’d te obferve the Treaties (ubjiftq 
ing between the Britilh Subjects and your Tribes 3 and to treat You with all Kindne[s . 
as King GEORGE’s good Friends, 0 long as you fhould on your Part obferve pour 
Articles and Treaties of Submiffion to the Crown of Great-Britain, and bebave your 
gelves peaceably and friendly towards the Englifh Settlements : Aud. I alfo acquainted

you, That if amy of your. Tribes were deftrous. to fend Delegates to Me at Bofton, Care 
fhould be raken to tranfport them thither in the Province Sloop, with fwitable Accommo~ 
dations ; foon after which, Col. Lewis and Capt. Sam were fent from you te Botton, end. 
i two Conferences held at the Council Chamber there, on the 34 and 8th of laff Decem- 


ber faluted Me and the great Council of the Province, in the Name of tbe Penobícott and 


. your other Tribes 3 and in their Names. inform d. Me of. your Joy at bearing my Letter 


read ; and of your Defire that Friend{hio might continue between Us ; and laid before Me 
the Difficulties in Your Trade, arifing from a Scarcity of Provifions, Tobacco, Powder and 
Shot, and the Truck-Mafter’s mot underftanding your Language ; and defired that Two 
Men might be appointed twice a Year to view the Truck-Houfes ; and that an Account of 
the Prices of Bever, Peltry, and other Goods might be publickly pofted up there: In all 
which Matters Ipromis'd, That you fhould be redre(sd; and told your Delegates that I 
purposd, ( GO D willing) to. fee your Tribes near your own Habitations, [ome Time im 
the enfuing Spring ; and that if you bad any Thing further to lay before Me then, I [boul 
confider of that alfo. And I amnow come to this Place that I might fee you all Face to Face, 
and perform to you in Perfon what I promis’d to your Delegates at Botton : And I rea 
tum Thanks to the greatG OD of Heaven and Earth, whofe good Providence bas moff 
graciou[Iy preferved Us and our Ships in our Pafjage bither, amidft the Perils of a moft 
violent Storm of Thunder and Lightning ; for giving Us both this Opportunity of. vene 
ing former Leagues, and confirming the Covenants of Peace and Vriendfhip between U's ; 
which I hope will be improved in (uch a Manner, that our Pofferity may have caue to 


| rejoice at our Meeting together this Day: And for this purpofe I am now ready to bear,

whatever you have to lay before me ; and. would have you [peak with Freedom and O- 


penne/s. | 
The Indians, by Loon their Speaker, made Anfwer as follows ; 


Woon, As your Excellency was mentioning, That GOD was pleas’d to grant 
you a[aie Arrival, it was very agreable to us, that GOD was pleas'd to pre- 
ferve your Lives when in Danger, and land you in Safety. Likewife the feve- 
ral Tribes at agreat Diftance, are fafely arrived through the Goodnefs of GOD 
to this Spot. — 

We return Thanks to GOD for this Opportunity to fee the Faces of one 


-another in this Place. 


And as your Excellency engag’d to meet us here, and have accordingly 


| done it, we judge your Excellency fincere, and heartily rejoice therein ? And as. 
| to the Matters propos’d by your Excellency, we will Anfwer thereto to Mor- 
|row ; when we fhall fhall declare the whole Secrets of our Hearts, we having | 
| no finifter corrupt Views in our Breafts. 


Governour, What you fay to me is very acceptable ; and Texpe& to meer 
you to Morrow Morning according to your Defire ; and I will give you the 
fame Signal as I did this Morning, and defire youto be here within an Hour 
after that Time. —— E 

I hope you were taken good Care of laft Night and this Morning.

Governour, You fhall have alarger Proportion for the future. I ordered 
you an Ox this Morning ; defire to know whether you have had it ?

Corus, Chief of Norridgewocky We rejoyced when we firft heard of your 
Excellency’s coming, and have been here fome Time, and ate now heartily glad 
at the Sight. of the Governour. 


Saguent, Chief of the Saco Tribe ; We heartily rejoice, that we have been 
preferved in the Night paft, and have now an Opportunity to fee the great 
Governour in che fight of the Sun. 


Governour, Iam very glad to hear you have brought your Wives and Chil- 
dren with you; and hope they are all in Health. 
Gnviang, They are all Well : We thank your Excellency. 


Then His Excellency drank to Gaewakenk chief Sachem of the Pevob/cott 
Tribe, and the reft of che Chiefs of all the Tribes, King GEORGE’s Health. 
Who all drank King GEORG E’s Health to His Excellency, | 


His Excellency being inform'd that the Squaws were at a {mall Diftance from» - 
the Tent on the Hill, ordered them. and. their Papoofes a Glafs of Wine, with | 


-his Serviceto the Squaws. 


His Excellency alio ordered a Glafs of Rum to the young Men who appear'd. 
under Arms as a Guard to. che. Sachems, about 120. in Number. 

His Excellency then congratulated XLotort on his. Recovery fo far from his 
Indifpofiion asco. be prefent this Day. » / 

Who anfwer'd, That he thank’d Wis Excellency, and hop’d it w: uld he a good 
Day to,them all, That he was fcarce abie to attend ; yet out of grea: Refpect to

Goveindus, TA M glad to fee you all here again to Day ; and hope you: 
are in Health, and have had fufficient Provifion, and am now’ 


ready to hear what you have to fay to Me. 


Lown; Brother, We are in good Health this Morning; and rejoice that 


your rxcellency and the Gentlemen are all well alfo this Morning. 


And as your Excellency defit'd Yefterday that we may fpeak freely, we’ de- 
clare we now defire to renew the Treaty made in the Year 172 7. 


Which Treaty your Excellency has by you; and is the fame we how mean: 
_ This is really the firft Treaty; and- thofe chat were at tie Treaty then, and. 
their Children and Grand Children are obliged to obferve ir. 


This is what we depend upon ; and if any "Thing fhould fall out contrary 
thereto, that Treaty is ¢o be confulted, and. both Sides co be judg’d by it. 
The Treaty we have fafe by us here; and though we don’t underftand Writing, 


| "the Treaty will fpeak for it felf. 


The Article of Trade isthe chief and moft material Thing; therefore is firft 
to be confidered. Some Time after the beginning of which Treaty, in 1726, the 
Trade was altered: And at the Conclufion of the Treaty afterwards, it was 
promis'd, "That the Trade Thould bé: better regulated for the future : And it was 
further told us, if any Body fhould fell cheaper than the Englifh, this Govern- 
ment, would go beyond them, particularly the French, who were poorer than the 
Englifh, and could not afford to fell cheaper, That at the firft beginning of Trade 
a Stroud Blanket ws Zdirty Shillings: Corn was Seven Shillings per Rufhel : 
Powder was Foar Shillings per Pound: Shot at Ten Pence per Pound: And a 
ftripd B.anket was Twenty Shillings, And for all other little Things, which can’c 
at prefent be enum-rated.they were fold for a leís Price at that Time than at this. 

What is now faid is the "Truth. concerning the Trade; which we are very 
uneafy under, thacall Things fhould grow dearer every Year, | | 

And as your Excellency defired us to fpeak the Trurh, we fhall be very frce 
and open, and fpeak che whole Truth. 
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Governour, That is my defire that you fhould ufe the greateft Freedom and 


Liberty ; it being the End of our Meeting, that we fhould have aright Under- 
‘ftanding of each other. = 


Woon, The reafon of our mentioning the Affair of Trade, is becaufe that 
“Matter is the chief Band of our Peace and Friendfhip, and therefore fhould be 
well fetled and concluded. | 

The Trade is not well furnified ; and Things are not {uitable as formerly; - 
which will flacken Love, 


GOVERNOUR, If you can mention any other Particulars concerning the "Trade 
which you have not fpoken of, endeavour.to recolle& them, and enumerate 
them. 


Lon, At the Treaty in 1727, Governour Dummer told us, he could fupply 
us much cheaper than the French, who us'd yearly to make us a Prefent of 
Vowder and 5hot, which the Englifh could better a fford than they. 

Which Prefent we neverhave had, though we are daily looking out for it. 

And asto the Truck-Houfe here, it isalways wanting Provifions, Tobacco, 
and many other neceílary Things. 

As fora Hundred Bufhels of Corn, it is nothisg ; for it will not Supply a 
Bufhel a Man when we come to Trade. Nay, Two Hundred Bufhels is really 
nothing when we come to Trade, being fo very little and infufficient that we are. 
forc'd to divide it. 

We defire there may be fo much that every Man may have what he can pur- 
chafe, which will then be enough, s ü 

And we defire that a Lift of the Prizes of the Goods may be pofted up here ; 
and chat Two Men may bechofen with an Interpreter to view the Truck-Houfes- 
Spring and Fall by the Government to fee chat nothing be wantingtherein, —— 

Another Grievance is, That it was faid, none of your young Men, fhould go 
into our Woods to Hunt ; but fhould continue by the Water-Side, which is not 
" .comply'd withal. 

1he Reafon of eur. mentioning it is, If they kill our hunting Game, we have 
nothing elfe to live upon ; whereas the Englifh till the Ground, and have other 
Ways to fupport themfelves, "This Practice if continued, will deftroy our 
Livelihood. 
Now we come?o another Head, and {peak for our Tribes in general, That 
ffabez, Bradbury may be our "Truck-Mafter here at. St. George's. 
The Reafon thereof is; "fabex, can underftand us, and we him; and it is very 
.difficult for one thac den't underítand the Language to Trade with us. ) 
When we begun to trade, t us'd to be the Cullom to give Money for Peltry, 
ibnt,now we.cant underftand Cyphering; and they tell us, Your Peltry comes to 
fo much; by which as we don’t underftand it, we are cheated, being obliged 
&o depend upon the Word of the Truck-Mafter for the Weight, by which “we 
often fuffer. 
We have done corcerning the Trade, 


What 
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What we have now repeated was engagd in Govetüour DuwwzN: Treaty ; 
and we defire thofe Things may now be remembred and agreed to that we may. 
Live in Love and Peace. | | 

AsI was the Chief in that Day, and was the. Caufe of our Tribes complying 
a d that Treaty ; they defire me now to ftrengthen my felf and have it con- 

rm'd. 
This is all we have to fay at prefent.

As to the Trade ; We thought when we fold our Peltry it was very valuable, 
but when we receiv’d the Pay it was very little, almoft nothing, occafion'd by 
the Englifh not purchafing the Bever till a good while after Chriftmas, and 
then would give but a poor Price. 7 

And fince Capt. Smith's Death, wecan' but very feldom fee the Face of the 
prefent Truck-Matfter. | 


Governour I have confidered what Sachem Y,0o20n faid Yefterday and what 
the other Chiefs have now faid, and fhall give you an Anfwer withall Freedom 
and Sincerity. 

The Government of this Province is defirous as well as you, to renew the 
Treaty made and concluded by Governour DUMMER in the Year 1727, at 
Cafco- Bay. 

We think with you, that we and you, with our and yourChildren andGrand- 
Children are bound and obliged to obferve and perform it. 

And you rightly obferve the faid Treaty to be in writing and muft (peak for 
iff. And that as you fay, It muft be confulced by us both and we muft be 
judged and concluded by it. à 

I fhall fpeak firft of Trade, becaufe you mention’d it firft. 

And it is truly, as you fay, the chief Tye of Friendfhip and Union between 
us and your Tribes. 

Ic is true, That in Governour DUMMER’s Treaty you were told, the Englifh 
would fupply you cheaper than any ether Nation whatfocver, in which the 
French mutt be included. And you will find by what Iam now going to fay, 

the Englifh have performed their Agreement with you in that Refpe@. The 
Juftice of this Government towards you will appear in thofe very Articles you 
mention d. 

Yefterday you obferv'd, That in the Yeat 1727, when GovernourDUMMER's 
‘Treaty: was. made, that ftroud Blankets were 30/: apiece. Corn 7f. pr. Bufhel, 
Powder 4f pr. Pound, Shot at red. pr. Pound,’ ftrip’d Blankets at 20f' a peice. 
And [ would obferve to you, chac at that Time a Pound of your Bever was fold 
at 9f. pr. Pound, and other Peltry 1n proportion. |

sof,a piece, Corn is now (old at tof. pr. Bufhel, Powder at7/. Shot at 19 4.
